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INTRODUCTION 


Medical  Certification 


The  purpose  of  this  report  Is  to  compile,  in  accessi- 
ble form,  data  regardinc  vital  events  and  morbidity.  The 
report  is  primarily  a  reference  volume,  therefore,  euialysis 
and  interpretation  have  been  kept  to  a  minijnuin.  Informa- 
tion published  herein  is  limited  to  that  felt  to  be  of  gen- 
eral interest.  In  most  cases,  more  detailed  information  1b 
available  upon  request. 

The  sources  of  data  shown  in  the  tabulations  of  this 
report  are  records  collected  by  the  Montana  Board  of  Health. 
These  include  certificates  of  birth,  death,  and  fetal  death 
(stillbirth)  and  records  of  marriage,  divorce,  and  morbidity. 


LIMITATIONS  OF  THESE  DATA 

Completeness  of  Registration  and  Reporting 

Few  restrictions  need  be  imposed  upon  the  Interpreta- 
tion of  tabulations  of  birth  and  death  data  in  this  report 
because  of  Incompleteness.  Completeness  of  birth  registra- 
tion in  Montana  was  tested  in  1950  as  a  part  of  a  nation- 
wide study  made  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census.  This  showed 
Montana's  registration  of  births  to  be  99-5^  complete.  Reg- 
istration of  deaths  is  felt  to  be  more  ccxnplete.  A  death 
certificate  must  be  filed  in  Montana  before  a  permit  for 
burial  or  removal  can  be  issued. 

No  measure  of  the  ccmpleteness  of  reporting  of  fetal 
deaths  (stillbirths)  is  available.  A  more  Important  limita- 
tion to  consider  in  interpreting  data  on  this  subject  is: 
The  variation  among  the  several  states  as  to  the  definition 
of  what  constitutes  a  fetal  death. 

Original  records  of  marriage  and  divorce  are  not  filed 
in  this  office.  It  does  file  original  blrttiand  death  certi- 
ficates. Transcripts,  containing  selected  items  of  informa- 
tion on  the  original  marriage  and  divorce  records,  are  made 
by  local  Clerks  of  Court  to  be  filed  in  this  office.  No 
formal  tests  of  completeness  have  been  made  on  this  report- 
ing. Experience  suijgests  that  marriages  and  divorces  Eire 
reported  as  completely  as  births  and  deaths. 

Delay  in  Filing 

Very  few  records  are  filed  for  events  thdt occurred  in 
the  year  covered  by  this  report  that  are  not  included  in 
these  tabulations.  All  records  for  I96O  which  were  received 
during  that  year  or  during  the  first  five  months  of  196I  are 
included  in  this  report.  Records  received  after  this  dead- 
line are  not  included  in  these  tabulations.  These  constitu- 
te a  small  fraction  of  one  percent  of  all  types  of  records. 

Geographic  Allocation 

Births  and  deaths  may  be  tabulated  by  place  of  occur- 
rence or  by  place  of  residence  of  the  person  involved.  For 
deaths,  the  place  of  residence  is  the  usual  residence  of  the 
decedent.  For  births,  the  usual  residence  of  the  child  is 
the  same  as  that  of  the  mother. 

Interstate  exchange  of  transcripts  of  certificates 
for  persons  whose  residence  was  in  a  state  other  than  the 
one  in  which  the  event  occurred  permits  tabulation  by  place 
of  residence.  Titles  of  tables  in  this  report  indicate 
whether  the  data  are  by  residence  or  occurrence. 

Deaths  in  hospitals,  sanatoria,  and  other  institutions 
are  allocated  to  tne  place  of  previous  residence,  regardless 
of  the  length  of  stay  in  the  Institution. 


Causes  of  death  reported  on  death  certificates  are 
classified  according  to  the  Seventh  Revision  of  the  Inter- 
national Statistical  Classification  of  Diseases,  Injuries, 
and  Causes  of  Death.  This  system, established  by  internation- 
al agreement,  attempts  to  allocate  death  to  what  the  attend- 
ing physician  considers  the  underlying  cause.  Deaths  are 
classified  under  this  philosophy  whenever  possible.  Except- 
ions must  be  made  when  the  underlying  cause  is  net  apparent 
from  the  certification  and  when  clarification  cannot  be 
secured.  In  these  instances,  a  system  of  rules  is  applied 
to  select  the  probable  underlying  cause. 

Prior  to  the  adoption,  in  191*9,  of  the  Seventh  Revi- 
sion of  the  International  List,  cause-of-death  coders  used 
a  mechanical  procedure  for  choosing  the  cause  of  death  where 
two  or  more  causes  were  given.  Caution  must  be  taken  in 
comparing  cause-specific  death  rates  prior  to  19'»9. 


Aije  and  Race 

Classification  of  vital  events  by  age  and  race  intro- 
duces difficulties  because  of  incorrect  entries. 

A  common  error  in  the  reporting  of  age  is  evident  in 
the  frequent  reporting  of  ages  ending  in  0  and  5-  Theory 
suggests  this  to  be  due  to  a  tendency  for  persons  to  round 
their  ages.  In  addition.  It  is  felt  that  persons  under  21 
and  those  in  the  older  age  groups  have  a  tendency  to  over- 
state their  age.  An  attempt  has  been  made  in  this  report 
to  offset  some  of  these  difficulties  by  grouping  ages.  I.i 
this  way,  the  overstatement  of  ages  ending  in  0  and  5  18 
grouped  in  with  the  understatement  of  ages  ending  in  other 
digits. 

The  tabulation  of  vital  events  by  race  has  limitations 
where  persons  of  mixed  blood  are  involved.  In  general,  the 
statement  of  race  on  the  certificate  reflects  the  opinion 
of  the  informant.  It  does  not  necessarily  follow  any  pre- 
scribed rules  for  the  reporting  of  race.  Information  on 
race  presented  in  this  report  Is  shown  simple  as  "white" 
and  "other."  This  makes  it  possible  to  classify  all  but  a 
few  deaths,  and  tnere  is  little  confusion  with  concepts  of 
nationality,  country  of  orgin  of  parents  or  other  charaCer- 
istlcE.  In  the  racial  classification  used  in  this  report, 
white  Includes  "Mexican." 

Population  Estimates 

The  population  data  shown  Irj  Table  19  are  taken  from 
the  1950  and  196O  U.  S.  Censuses  of  Population. 

Population  estimates  for  intercensal  years  (1951-59) 
have  been  calculated  by  linear  interpolation  between  the 
1950  and  i960  Census  counts. 

NOTES  ON  i960 


POPULATION  -  The  196O  U.  S.  Census  of  Population  enumerat- 
ed the  population  of  Montana  on  April  1  as  67'*,767.  This  la 
jun  increase  of  83,71*3  over  the  1950  Census  enumeration  o? 
591, 02U  or  IU.2  percent.  The  percentage  population  increase 
1-1.-  the  United  States  for  the  same  period  was  I8.5  percent. 
While  the  rate  of  population  growth  in  Montaiadid  not  equal 
that  of  the  nation  as  a  whole,  it  was  greater  than  that  of 
.its  contiguous  states;  namely,  Idaho  (13-33^),  North  Dakota 
(2.1'jt),  South  Dakota  (U.SJt),  and  Wyoming  (13.6lt). 


The  population  estlmateB  shown  for  1951-1959  are  dif- 
ferent from  those  shown  for  these  years  In  previous  publi- 
cations of  the  Annual  Statistical  Supplement.  The  estimates 
shown  In  this  Issue  were  obtained  by  arithmetic  Interpola- 
tion between  the  final  census  counts  for  1950  and  i960. 
Intercensal  estimates  are  presumed  to  be  more  accurate  than 
the  postcensal  estljaates. 

Montana  experienced  a  net  out-mlgratlon  of  approxi- 
mately 25,000  between  I950  and  i960.  There  were  170,169 
births  and  61,796  deaths  of  Montana  residents  from  January 
1,  1950  to  January  1,  i960.  The  difference  represents  a 
natural  Increase  of  108,373.  ffthe  net  migration  in  and  out 
of  the  state  for  the  period  had  been  zero,  the  increase  in 
population  between  the  1950  and  i960  censuses  should  have 
been  approximately  108,000.  The  difference  between  the 
naturaa  l;icrease  (108,373)  and  the  population  growttibetween 
the  1950  and  i960  censuses  (83,7U3)  constitutes  the  netout- 
mlgratlon. 

DEATHS  -  There  were  6,526  deaths  among  Montana  residents. 
This  is  a  rate  of  9-7  deaths  per  1,000  population.  The  four 
leading  causes  of  death  in  Montana  continue  to  be  heart 
disease  (35.7*),  cancer  {ik.Tf,),  vascular  lesions  of  the 
central  nervous  system  (ll.Ojt),  and  accidents  (7.8jt).  These 
causes  represent  a  threat  to  human  life  that  accounts  for 
over  two-thirds  of  all  deaths. 


Hot  too  many  years  ago  tnere  was  little  k.nowled^e  as 

to  the  course  of  action  an  individual  could  take  to  avoid 

death  from  one  of  these  causes.   In  recent  years  this 
situation  has  changed. 

In  the  case  of  heart  disease  and  "stroke",  for 
example,  we  now  know  that  there  is  a  relationship  between 
body  weight  and  blood  pressure  to  lengfcof  life.  Large  sta- 
tistical studies  have  established  that  there  are  optimal 
weights  for  given  body  conformations.  By  keeping  body  weight 
at  or  near  this  desirable  level,  it  is  possible  to  slow  the 
degenerative  processes  which  underlie  these  conditions. 

Many  responsible  authorities  have  pointed  out  the 
relationship  of  heavy  cigarette  smoking  to  luigcancer.  Here 
again  it  is  possible  for  the  individual  to  reduce  the  like- 
lihood of  contracting  this  condition  by  regulating  his 
personal  habits. 


The  possibility  of  reducing  the  number  of  fatalltips 
due  to  accidents  is  obvious.  Almost  all  of  the  510  deaths 
from  accidents  which  occurred  lnl960  could  have  been  avoid- 
ed If  careful  attention  had  been  given  to  safe  conduct.  As 
a  matter  of  fact,  there  is  a  mass  of  statistical  evidence 
which  indicates  that  the  number  of  motor  vehicle  deaths  in 
Montana  in  I96O  could  have  been  reduced  from  239  to  about 
160  through  the  proper  use  of  one  safety  device  alone,  the 
seat  belt. 

The  probability  of  dying  from  any  one  of  these  four 
leading  causes  can  be  reduced  on  the  basis  ofpresent  knowl- 
edge and  without  any  "break  through"  in  medical  knowledge. 
All  that  is  required  Is  the  will  to  govern    individual 
conduct. 

BIRTHS  -  There  were  17,UU8  live  births  to  mothers  who  were 
residents  of  Montana.  The  crude  birth  rate  is  25.9  births 
per  1,000  population. 

The  incidence  of  births  occurring  out-of-wedlock  has 
increased  markedly  since  1953-  In  that  year  there  were  291 
illegitimate  births  in  Montcuia.  By  i960  this  figure  had 
risen  to  563,  an  Increase  of  93-5  percent.  In  1953  out-of- 
wedlock  births  constituted  1.8  percent  of  all  births.  In 
i960  the  proportion  had  risen  to  3-2  percent,  an  Increase 
of  78  percent.  The  steady  increase  in  the  number  and 
percent  of  such  births  is  shown  in  the  table  below :

was  2U 

deaths  under  one  year  of  age  per  1,000  live  births.  This  Is 
slightly  higher  than  the  1959  rate  (2U.U),but  compares  fav- 
orably with  other  recent  years. 

Of  the  U35  infant  deaths  in  196O,  296  or  68  percent 
occurred  during  the  first  27  days  of  life. 

FETAL  lEATHS  (Stillbirths)  -  The  fetal  death  ratio  for  I96O 
was  10.9  fetal  deaths  per  1,000  live  births.  This  is  an  all- 
time  low.  The  previous  record  low  was  12.3  in  1957. 

MATERNAL  DEATHS  -  Five  Montana  mothers  died  from  causes  cer- 
tified as  due  to  complications  of  pregnancy,  childbirth, and 
the  puerperlum.  This  is  a  rate  of  2.9  deaths  from  maternal 
causes  per  10,000  live  births.  The  provisional  rate  for  the 
United  States  for  i960  is  3.2. 

MARRIAGES  -  There  were  5,883  marriages  reported  for  i960. 
This  is  the  fewest  number  of  marriages  reported  for  a  full 
year  since  central  reporting  of  marriages  was  Inaugurated  in 
I9U3.  The  rate,  8.7  marriages  per  1,000  population,  is  also 
the  lowest  on  record. 

DIVCRCE  -  There  were  2,003  marital  dissolutions  in  Montana 
In  i960.  Of  these,  1,877  were  divorces  and  126  were  annul- 
ments. The  rate,  3-0  marital  dlssolutiono  per  1,000  popu- 
lation, is  slightly  less  than  that  for  1959  (3-1).
